They were men and women whom I had met 
here four years ago—pit white and professional 
workers whose associates during the day had 
vanished Into custody under the emergency actions 
of the police. 

None belonged to any political party as an 
active worker but all, at times, had been critical 
of the government's native policies. 

They had seen associates vanish for remarks 
or attitudes no more outspoken than their own. 
Therefore they expected arrest. 

As hours dragged hy and they sipped tea. they 


tried io recall what In particular any one of them 
had said that might have offended. 

A teacher remembered he had described one 


schoolbook as comparable to those of the Soviet. 
It had distorted, he said, history.

JOHANNESBURG — Four 
years ago Doctor Helen 
Josephs was a brilliant barris¬ 
ter of this city, rerogntzsd ss 
a Liberal spokesman 
Though not a political party 
worker she headed an organ- 
ization known as the South 
African Women's Association 
that opposed changes In the 
constitution which presaged 


withdrawal of -the colored 
peoples' voting provisions and 
the enactment of many native 
laws.

IN advertising man argues that billboards should 
4 not be allowed to exist. 

Howard Goange, director of a San Francisco 
advertising agency, writing In the February 
Harper’s Magazine, questions the right of outdoor 
advertisers to thrust themselves on the public field 
of vision. 

It has nothing to do with the ugliness of bill¬ 
boards, he maintains. Some billboards cover beau¬ 
tiful scenery Others hide “ramshackle bams, flop- 
houses. poolrooms .. 

The aesthetic line of attack on billboards Is 
Irrelevant. “The real question Is: Has outdoor ad¬ 
vertising the right to exist at allT* ” 

"The industry says H has ... It clasps the 
flag firmly to its bosom, and. in cadences worthy 
of the late W. J. Bryan. Invokes the spirit of free 
enterprise " 

In fact, however, "outdoor advertising is ped- 
pling a commodity It does not own, and without the 
owner’s permission: Your field of vision.” 

You have to look at a billboard. It thrusts 
Itself at you. Even If you could mentally tune it 
out. why should you be compelled to make that 
negative effort? 

"What the Industry has to sell doesn't really 
belong to t». It belongs to you. So much for the 
free enterprise argument.” 

Billboard people try to make common cause 
with other forms of advertising. “A threat to us 
Is a threat to all of you.” they say. However, other 
kinds of advertising men are not eager to accept 
them as allies. 

Billboard advertising differs from other kinds. 
You can stop reading a magazine, and turn off a 
television set. "Or you can throw the set out the 
window. But you cannot throw U.S. (highway) 40 
out the window —especially if you are on it Nor 
can you flip a billboard over." 

At the end of his article in Harper’s, Mr. Goa- 
sage printed a "billboard ballot” inviting peooie to 
choose between two alternatives: "There Ought 
to Be billboards" and There Ought Not to Be 
Billboards." It win be Interesting to see how this 
poll hums out. . 

* * * 

Mr. Gosmge makes no distinction between 
signs attached to a place of business and signs-at- 
large Clifford .Vickery. Victoria neon sign execu¬ 
tive, In a letter to this column last week, defended 
the "right” of a merchant to direct customers to 
his door with a sign of adequate stze. 

Of course "rights” are what the people and 
their representatives decide to make them, with 
due allowance for past custom snd usage, and too 
much sl'owance for the voices of pressure erouos. 

If the people choose to surrender their field 
of vision to a harsh, vivid chorus of signs without 
any restriction, they are free to do so. But they 
should be fully aware of what they are doing. 

Decisions of city fathers on these matters 
will be Influenced by what they consider to be 
principles of fairness to merchants, by public safety 
and the possible effects of signs on the appearance 
of the town. 

To the eye of a layman with small knowledge 
of architecture the town look* a chonped-up hodge¬ 
podge of many styles snd no style. Parts of It* are 
Improved bv signs that hide blemishes. 

Other districts may be rendered hideous by 
signs. But algos are not the only offences to the 
eve. To make this a handsome, harmoniously- 
designed town, we’ll have to exercise stricter con¬ 
trol of buildings and vacant lots, as well as signs, 
a * * . . 

As Mr. Gossage points out in his Harper’s 
article, beauty is a matter of opinion. Big, gaudy 
neon signs, for an example. Are they ao offen¬ 
sive’ After dark, they have a fascination about 
them. The tangle of colored lights ia a symbol of 
the city, with Its money-getting circus atmosphere. 
It’s the face of the city. 

Change the spirit of the dty to one of meek, 
unselfish public service, and the changing of the 
aigns will follow easily. 

But if neon signs are found to be a real danger 
to traffic, they should be abolished at once. Has 
research shown this to be the case? 

* * * 

Perhaps both the spirit and the face of the 
dty will change, in time. Signs might be replaced 
by a number of electronic maps at strategic points. 

Maps of this kind would have all dty busi¬ 
nesses listed. A potential customer could leant the 
location of a store, and the shortest route to It, by 
pressing a button which would mark the store and 
the route in lights.

T HE royal commt*»ion on trana- 
portation adjourned Its current 
kitting* yesterday, to resume at 
Ottawa on April 25. During the last 
few weeks the commission has re¬ 
ceived and heard argument on a 
large number of proposals, ranging 
from subsidizing ferries to a higher 
base rate for the carriage of grain In 
Canada. Both transcontinental rail¬ 
ways have made submissions to the 
panel, and both have stressed the 
problems created by the growing 
invasion of what was once rail traffic 
by other mediums, including road 
and air. 

Rail revenues and rail coats have 
gone up progressively In almost 
every year of the last decade, with 
federal taxation as something of an 
unpredictable factor. This week it 
was revealed in Parliament that the 
CNR and the CPR are working 
Jointly towards a general revision of 
passenger train sendee to put It on 
a better basis. President Donald 
Gordon, of the CNR, told a commit¬ 
tee of the House of Commons that 
he believed that all uneconomic pas¬ 
senger service would hare to be cut. 
The suggestion of pooled service was 
again advanced for areas In which 
there may now be overlapping.

'T'HE Canadian Broadcasting Cor- 
1 poration has grown into big 
business. Even in an age of multi¬ 
millions an operating budget of 
160,598,000 is something to be viewed 
with concern. That is the next fiscal 
year's estimate of the needs of the 
CBC, and of this Parliament will 
have to supply 962,065,000, plus an¬ 
other 97,647.000 .(or capital outlays. 
This means a total of almost $70,- 
000,000 to come out of the public 
purse. 

The CBC was rightly designed to 
safeguard the ethos of Canada 
against the broadcasting influence of 
Its large neighbor to the south. The 
corporation had a role to play In 
developing the national character 
and in projecting native cultural and 
entertainment traits. Complementary 
to this was the opportunity It would 
Blve to Canadian artists, writere, 
musicians and others connected with 
the broadcasting field. That aim is 
still a good and necessary one, but 
there is the question of whether it 
can still be afforded on a basis which 
promises larger and ever larger 
annual budgets. 

The picture has altered with the 
creation of the Board of Broadcast 
Governors. This Is now the final 
broadcasting authority for the 
nation, and with it should rest the 
protection of the Canadian ethos and 


to do so, pooling some of the rxistinj 
services of the two trans-continenta 
railways might prove as profitable 
to both roads as the earlier testi 
proved in the short-haul experiment 
between Montreal and Toronto 
wheif pooled trains have been run' 
ning. there are other regions in th< 
country where adequate service be 
tween communities might be main 
tained by an extension of the exist 
ing arrangement.

Loss of paaaenger traf 
fic is only one of the current disa¬ 
bilities of the major railways. The 
uneasy balance between freight¬ 
handling costs and freight rate ad¬ 
vances has been more precarious 
than reassuring to those who have 
to take the responsibility for railway 
operations. It appears likely that 
all this inquiry must lead towards a 
more enduring solution of the eco¬ 
nomic headache which modern rail 
operation has become. In an era 
of change, past formulas do not meet 
the bill. 

Afforded? 

the national aspect of this country's 
broadcasting. The regulations it has 
framed for the operation of private 
stations are an indication of its recog¬ 
nition of that responsibility. 

Perhaps the time is ripe for a 
reassessment of the CBC's purpose 
and operation. With its role of men¬ 
tor passing to other hands there 
should not be the same need for sub¬ 
sidization on the current scale. It 
should be able to enter more Into the 
competitive commercial realm and 
prove its capacity to hold its own 
with rival private stations. The 
tendency of all crown corporations 
buttressed by the public purse is to 
lack the initiative and progressive 
urge that a private corporation’s 
profit-and-loss sheet makes Impera¬ 
tive. 

It seems apparent that Parlia¬ 
ment will not go on for ever acceding 
docilely to increasing CBC costs, and 
the next year's budget allocation has 
yet to meet its scrutiny. The CBC 
is a valuable institution but it cannot 
be run without consideration of its 
inroads into the public purse. Per¬ 
haps it need not function so many 
hours of the day, for instance, but 
offer its special content as an alter¬ 
native to private broadcasting at 
chosen periods. Whatever measures 
are taken it seems obvious that some 
review of its operations is due.

V CTORIA'S anxiety over the 
problem of parking space suffi¬ 
cient to maintain the business of the

■" ufrreHeved by this week's announce¬ 
ment that Eaton's will initiate Imme¬ 
diate construction of a multi-deck 
parking building to accommodate 
400 cars. The project, for which a 
contract already has been awarded, 
also reflecti the company's confi¬ 
dence in the business future of the 
dty centre about which doubt has 
been harbored by some, due to the 
situation which the parking building 
Is designed to alleviate. 

It Is an ambitious and costly pro¬ 
tect. and the T. Eaton Company U to 
be commended on Its farsighted 
undertaking of something which will 
he of inestimable benefit to the dty 
as a whole. Less visible but there 


just the same will be the future bene¬ 
fits to the private taxpayers of the 
city whose well being is inextricably 
connected with the prosperity of the 
merchants’ section. As civic officials 
have explained convindngly, any 
decline in the trade of the dty centre 
inevitably would increase the burden 
on residential property. 

Eaton's enterprise Is the latest 
development in a concerted drive to 
revitalize the heart of Victoria. 
Taken In conjunction with the exten¬ 
sive expansion of parking facilities 
recently completed by the Hudson's 
Bay Company, and the View Street 
mall and parking plan of the City 
Itself, this approaching provision of 
srientifically designed parking facili¬ 
ties will put new life into Victoria 
by making it attractive and conven¬ 
ient for those whose habit is to shop 
by car.

I was looking at a review page of 
murder mysteries in a literary 
journal the other night and wondered

and the writing would have to be 
more ingenious. It Is easier to have a 
corpse and proceed from there. 

Violence is in the air, of course— 
aU this space rocketry has a lethal in¬ 
tent. for Trilance—and’ authors are 
not exempt from their environment 
Actually they anticipated it for mur¬ 
der myateries are an old story. A 
great many additional chapters have 
been added; that Is alL Even had the 
gun that seems so handy nowadays 
never been invented some other wea¬ 
pon would do the trick. 


Guns smoke currently at a furious 
rate, both in print and on the screen. 
It's the fashion. No private eye is 
worth his salt unless he is quicker 
on the* draw than was Buffalo Bill 
Cody, wfeiie for the lawbreaker a re¬ 
volver is a staple accessory. And 
somebody has to be killed or the 
story, presumably' Isn’t worthwhile. 

As with Westerns and city 
stories however there is a difference 
between the murder mystery con¬ 
tained between book covers and one 
depicted on the screen. The BBC took 
note of this recently when it excused 
Westerns but frowned on violence in 
other locales. The CBC cannot follow 
suit with much avail since Canadians 
can and. do watch pictured violence 
fitai American television stations, 
and the urge to do so encompasses a 
wide variety of screen watchers, both 
anaemic and red-blooded.

It Is the adolescent mind that can¬ 
not fail to be affected. There is a 
sense of fairy tale about a Western 
which Is absent when the guns smoke 
In towh houses or dty thoroughfares.

Adults who deplore so much 
screen violence had a similar diet of 
thrills when young but there was a 
saving grace the thrills were all on 
paper. * can recall my own penny- 
dreadful days and a fictional private 
eye called Sexton Blake. The myster- 
ies he solved are now dim In detail 
but I remember one arch-villain, \ 
George Meriden Plummer. He ap¬ 
peared frequently in the aeries and 
while I forget whether he favored a 
gun or a cudgel there's no doubt that 
violence was his fourth name.

was considerable concern 
Great Britain last week over 
the failure of the Labor Party to solve 
some of Its deepest inner conflicts. 

But the doubts within the Labor 
Party over such policies as the nation¬ 
alization of industries do not have 
their origin in something new. They 
sre, rather, the Inevitable outcome of 
difficulties Inherent in the socialist 
position, insofar as It has rested on 
the nationalization of Industries. 

Where the state owns everything 
—or. at least, owns too much—the In¬ 
dividual might find himself In a land 
where power la alarmingly concen¬ 
trated. This danger ts being felt not 
only by traditional critics of social¬ 
ism; It is the central doubt within 
socialism itself. _ 

But It was observed clearly enough 
long years ago. There are some In¬ 
teresting passages on the subject in 
the autobiography (published In 1933) 
of Ihe English actress, Llllah Mc¬ 
Carthy (who played the leading role 
in many of the premieres of Bernard 
Shaw's plays). 

She was well scqualnted with Sid¬ 
ney Webb, one of the greatest of the 
Labor Party's prophets. For his 
' splendid enthusiasm." she had deep 


admiration. She came to share some¬ 
thing of his ‘‘ardent belief that the 
Ills and sufferings of the world are 
not beyond, but within human 
remedy." 

But the essential doubt In his pro¬ 
posed methods of socialism wss in 
her mind. "It wss only when 
I brooded on the fragile nature of 
liberty,” she says, "that I saw some¬ 
thing lacking In these Fabian teach¬ 
ings; for as It seemed to me liberty 
Is, in its very essence, something that 
cannot be meted out by any man to 
another . . , 

"In the socialist state, as they de¬ 
scribe Jt-cnJtbeirty. • • was to be ... 
a ration. We should all advance In a 
queue to a sort of political box of f ire 

and. after a shrewd scrutiny from the 
Minister of Liberty looking out from 
the window, receive, or not, our lib¬ 
erty card, strictly In accordance to 
his estimate of our desserts, and then 
we should go mumbling away not 
knowing where lo rash It Bureauc¬ 
racy's in his Heaven, aU'i wefi with 
the world!” *; ’ 

It Is just because this doubt, 
glimpsed many years ago, 1* now In 
full view that fhe Labor Party hesi¬ 
tates and is divided Against itself.

It may well be that the premier and 
his advisers win tip the scale and en¬ 
courage the migration of Industry and 
capital by firms which have not quite 
made up their minds — as well as 
arousing fresh Interest Jn exports 
from British Columbia to this coun¬ 
try. -

Widows and Orphans Receive Protection 


*• OTTAWA <CP» — Finance 
Minister Fleming proposed in¬ 
come and estate tax changes 
Thursday night to help widow* 
and orphans who suffer heavy 
taxation under, particular cir¬

The estate tax levied on a 
man who die* this year will he 
taken into account when an 
income tax la levied against 
his widow s pc—children's in¬ 
heritance.- 

On request the taxes levied 
on annoitiedhleft in an estate 


for a widow can be revised if 
she dies or remarries within 
four years of her husband's 

death 

Mr Fleming announced 
there would be no change this 
year in any of the ratea of 
taxes on income or estates. 

But he said there was a 
double impact of estate and 
income taxes on the surviving 
families of some taxpayers. 

'Superannuation pension, 
and death benefits may he 
raxed x* income and as part 
of an estate. 


In future, the estate tax 
on auch sums will be’ de¬ 
ducted for the purpose of cal¬ 
culating taxable income. - 
'This measure is being in¬ 
troduced to lUavtatthi prob¬ 
lem that sometimes affects 
the financial resources of )he 
widow and the children of a 
deceased taxpayer" he saw. 
‘The purpose is to provide re¬ 
lief in certain case* from the 
so-called double impact of es- 
tate tax and- income tax. 
which may deplete unduly thb 


resources of the aurvivtng 
family." 

When a taxpayer died and 
left his estate in the form of 
aii annuity for his widow, it 
was taxed on the bast* of her 
hfc* expectancy and the mar¬ 
ket value of the annuity^ on 
the day of his death. 

If. however, she died or re¬ 
married *oon tiler her bus- 
hand’s deaita and- -hie. will 
stipulated that the annuity was

The culture U purchased In the form of a black 
powder, end -s sold under such names as MtroNox. 
Legume Aid. etc., and costs only 15 ta 2S rents for enough 
of the duff to inoculate pounds of seed. You can scatter 
this powder thtniy In the teed furrow, or you can dust it 
on tbf dsmp, sprouted seeds Immediately before sowing 
them. Personal!). 1 do both. 

Sow yeur treated seeds ala inches apart in the furrow 
— you don't have to allow for any "misses” when you sew 
sprouted seed—and firm the soil over them to a depth of 
half an inch. Mark the position of each seed as you cover 
It, then gb back and upend a Jam jar ever each one. 

This Is not for frost protection, for street pees are 
Suite hardy, but simply to maintain the aoil around the 
seed ta a warm, moist condition and so coax the seedling 
up a little faster. The jars should be removed as soon as 
the seedlings appear. 


I have come to be a great believer In wetting down 
my seed furrows before sowing *any seeds, using a mild 
fertiliser solution, which my wife Insists upon calling 
“planter's punch “ Make this up by dissolving one table 
spoonful of high-test soluble fertilizer in one gallon of 
water. 

Use a fertllher of the “Ipslapt'' kind, such as Old 
Gardener. Green Cross Lawn Green, LiquiUfe. RX 15. 
Instant VIgoro or the like, or If you prefer, use one of 
the liquid tub emulsion fertilisers. Pour this In the seed 
furrow, and when It has drained away, go ahead and sow 
your seeds. 

Sweet peas belong to the legume family of plants, 
and all the members of this family have • rather unique 
ability ta secure quite a large proportion ot their nourish 
ment from the nitrogen Ih the air. 

' They do this by virtue ol certain bacteria which tsks 
up residence In col on lea an the roots, forming little nodules 
or lumps, where they work away tirelessly at their job 
of manufacturing nitrate fertilizer from atmospheric 
nitrogen. These nodule* can be seen quite rteorly when 
you pull up tha roots of pass, beans, clover or alfalfa.

JOHANNESBURG—I sat with nix people taut 
ntjtht—four man and two woman—ax thay awaited 
* rrest for deads which they could not recall. 

Thay ware man and women whom I had mat 
hare four year* ago—all white and professional 
workers whose aasociates during the day had 
vanished into custody under the emergency actions 
of the police. 

None belonged to any political party as an 
active worker hut all. at time*, had been critical 
of the government’s native policies. 

They had seen associate* vanish for remark* 
or attitudes no more outspoken than their own. 
Therefore they expected arrest 

Aa hours dragged by and they sipped tea. they 


tried to recall what In particular any one of them 
had said that might have offended.

At midnight they left for their own homes 
after farrwells that they hoped were needles* and 
I started back for my hotel under the soft African 
sky. 

It was hard to believe that this meeting had 
occurred in a lovely land of the Commonwealth.
